Teachers  put  on  notice  for  layoffs  ...  maybe

Twelve  Pacific  Grove  teachers  were  put  on  notice  today  that  their 
jobs  will  be  eliminated  after  this  school  year.  It’s  not  necessarily  so, 
however.  The  pink  slips  were  merely  a  formality  to  meet  a  deadline 
and  provide  some  options. 

The  district  is  required  to  deliver  notices  regarding  next  year’s  teach¬ 
ing  positions  by  March  1 5,  so  did  so  today  as  a  precautionary  mea¬ 
sure  to  accommodate  shortfalls  in  the  budget. 

Under  the  preliminary  plan  to  eliminate  teachers  and  programs,  the 
district  can  save  as  much  as  $300,000  on  the  1996-97  budget. 

If  the  option  becomes  reality,  eliminated  teachers  would  include 
those  in  kindergarten  through  high  school.  The  elementary  school 
vocal  music  program  would  be  cut  and  some  class  sizes  would  in¬ 
crease.  Non-certificated  positions  do  not  require  the  March  15  notice 
deadline,  so  will  be  considered  at  a  later  date.

Although  Mayor  Sandra  Koffman  and 
Councilmembers  Robert  Huitt  and 
James  Costello  “called  up”  Planning 
Commission  approval  of  remodeling  of 
a  dilapidated  15th  Street  house  built  in 
the  last  century,  it  remained  for  Coun¬ 
cilman  Clarence  Zito  to  cast  the  lone  dis¬ 
senting  vote  when  the  planners  decision 
was  upheld. 

Architect  David  Martin  presented  a 
slide  show  featuring  pictures  of  the  in- 
need-of-paint  building,  along  with 
sketches  of  the  remodeling.  He  also  of¬ 
fered  a  Pat  Hathaway  photo  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  building. 

Historical  consultant  Kent  Seavey  told 
Council  the  building  had  sat  vacant  for 
20  years  and  reminded  Council  that  the 
city  is  not  bound  to  follow  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior’s  guidelines. 

General  Contractor  Ted  Hermanson 
told  Council  that  lengthy  delays  in  get¬ 
ting  approval  for  similar  projects  often 
results  in  deprivation  of  income  for 
people  involved. 

Hitoshi  Kono,  a  member  of  the  Beau¬ 
tification  Committee,  said  the  building 
was  “just  another  old  house”  whose  in¬ 
terior  is  falling  apart.  He  said  the  remod¬ 
eling  would  be  an  asset  to  the  city. 

ohn  McPike  of  Watsonville,  a  former 
owner  of  the  property,  said  his  great 
grandfather.  Henry  McPike,  a  San  Fran- 

‘’arn”  with 

the  help  of  a  Japanese  contractor.  He  fa- 
vored  remodeling. 

An  unidentified  speaker  had  a  word 
for  the  building.  She  called  it  ugly. 
Councilmember  Huitt  said  he  had  a 


problem  with  details  of  the  project  be¬ 
ing  approved  by  a  subcommittee. 
Councilmember  Steve  Honegger  said  he 
had  served  on  the  Architectural  Review 
Board  and  the  Planning  Commission  for 
13-odd  years.  “We  always  used  commit¬ 
tees,”  Honegger  said. 

Early  on,  Honegger  moved  to  uphold 
the  Planning  Commission.  His  motion 
failed  for  want  of  a  second.  Councilrnan 
Vern  Yadon  moved  to  send  the  project 
back  to  the  planners.  Again  there  was  no 
second. 

In  the  end,  Honegger’s  motion  was  re¬ 
instated  and  Council  approved  the  re¬ 
modeling.  In  other  action.  Council: 

Opened  the  meeting  with  Girl  Scouts 
offering  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance. 

Heard  a  presentation  by  Jay  Hudson, 
executive  director  for  CominujiityJJos- 
pital,  who'^ered  'details''5'f  proposed 
new  buildings  on  the  old  fire  station  site 
and  at  the  rear  of  the  hospital.  He  prom¬ 
ised  a  restored  hillside,  underground 
parking  and  a  plan  that  will  be  effective 
through  2002. 

Told  City  Manage  Mike  Huse  to  ex¬ 
plore  turning  Affordable  Housing  loan 
program  over  to  Connerly  &  Associates 
of  Sacramento.

District  forcasts  staff 
and  teacher  layoffs 

News  from  PGUSI) 

Because  funds  generated  from  prop¬ 
erty  taxes  have  not  kept  pace  with  the 
cost  of  educating  Pacific  Grove’s  stu¬ 
dents,  the  Pacific  Grove  Unified  School 
District  forsees  cuts  in  personnel,  in¬ 
cluding  teachers. The  District’s  goal  — 
to  provide  an  above-average  program 
with  only  average  funding  —  is  being 
challenged  by  shortfalls  for  the  1 995-96 
term.  Interim  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Jay  Cobb  reports  the  current  level  of 
expenditures  cannot  be  continued  for  the 
1 996-97  school  year. 

AT  A  RECENT  joint  meeting  of  the 
School  District  and  the  PG  City  Coun¬ 
cil,  discussion  focused  on  the  current 
financial  situation  and  ways  to  meet  the 
challenge  of  limited  resources. 

Critical  factors  included  a  recognition 
that  over  80%  of  the  District’s  revenues 
are  from  property  taxes  that  have  been 
increasing  by  an  avenitcof  less  than  2% 
per  year  over  the  past  three  years.  This 
minimal  increase  has  not  kept  pace  with 
the  increase  in  District  expenditures.  The 
District  is,  therefore,  currently  operating 
at  approximately  $300,000  over  current 
year  revenue  projections  and  will  not  be 
able  to  continue  at  this  level  for  another 
year. 

Sustained  revenue  increases  would 
only  come  as  a  result  of  significant  in¬ 
creases  in  the  property  tax  base  with  the 
District  boundaries  or  through  a  signifi¬ 
cant  increase  in  the  level  of  State  fund¬ 
ing. 

IF  THE  PARCEL  TAX  had  passed, 
this  deficit  would  have  been  addressed. 
With  the  failure  of  the  parcel  tax,  the 
District  is  actively  reviewing  its  opera¬ 
tions  to  determine  ways  to  reduce  expen¬ 
ditures.  It  w'as  noted  that  significant  ex¬ 
penditure  reductions  unfortunately  will 
mean  a  reduction  in  personnel,  includ¬ 
ing  teachers,  because  over  85%  of  the 
District’s  budget  is  committed  to  person¬ 
nel  expen.ses. 

It  was  noted  the  District  is  currently 
operating  at  a  funding  level  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $4,400  per  student,  w'hich  is 
about  average  for  the  County  and  State. 
This  expenditure  level  places  the  State 
of  California  at  40th  in  the  nation. 

Additionally,  as  with  most  school  dis¬ 
tricts  in  the  state,  no  funding  is  being  set 
aside  for  significantly  improving  the 
District’s  deteriorating  facilities. 

DURING  THE  JOINT  meeting, 
Council  members  expressed  interest  in 
supporting  the  District  in  communicat¬ 
ing  with  their  State  contacts  concerning 
issues  that  may  be  beneficial  to  improv¬ 
ing  our  financial  status  and  working  with 
the  District  on  local  fundraising  efforts. 
It  was  noted  that  the  District  will  again 
be  reviewing  the  possibility  of  charging 
developer  fees  on  new  residential  and 
commercial  construction  as  a  way  to 
augment  its  facility  improvement  bud¬ 
get.  Based  on  past  hearings,  however, 
there  may  be  a  dilTerence  of  opinion  as 
to  the  appropriateness  of  leveling  this 
fee,  and  as  to  its  potential  revenue  im¬ 


pact. 

ALSO  DISCUSSED: 

—  Current  and  future  cooperative  ac¬ 
tivities  were  discussed  regarding  youth 
activities  (including  the  Youth  Center), 
Before  and  After  School  Recreation  and 
Day  Care  Programs  (including  students 
with  special  handicapped  needs).  Joint 
use  of  facility  considerations  related  to 
youth  activities,  senior  housing,  civic 
center  complex,  maintenance  and  service 
needs,  water  conservation  project  and 
other  possibilities. 

—  School  officials  and  City  officials 
talked  about  the  importance  of  develop¬ 
ing  and  implementing  local  government 
issues  and  roles  in  the  Social  Studies  and 
Government  curriculum. 

Enthusiastic  experiences  were  shared 
over  the  benefit  of  “on  the  job”  days 
shadowing  school  and  city  officials,  i.e.. 
Mayor,  City  Manager  and  Police  Chief, 
along  with  teachers,  principals  and  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  Schools.  Coordi/iation 
efforts  will  be  examined  immediately 
revive  these  important  and  worthwhile^

Nolan  Brown  is  pretty  well  traveled  for  a  pre-teen.  Along 
with  his  mom,  little  sister  and  older  brother,  he  has  moved 
14  times,  never  remaining  in  one  town  long  enough  to  finish 
the  year  in  the  same  school. 

Oft'  the  fast  track  for  the  past  two  years,  Nolan  and  his 
family  have  now  found  their  niche  in  Pacific  Grove. 

‘‘MY  MOM  — a 
great  mom  —  is  a 
nurse,”  Nolan  told 
the  Beacon.  “I 
know  nothing  of  my 
dad,  but  Mom’s  ‘al¬ 
most’  fiance  is  a 
pretty  nice  guy, 
with  a  teenage  son, 
who  lives  with  us. 

We  live  in  a  good 
neighborhood,  have 
an  apartment  we 
can  aftbrd,  and  — 
plus!  —  1  finally 
have  what  I’ve  been 
waiting  for.” 

What  Nolan  was 
waiting  for  was  a 
Big  Buddy. 

Nolan  is  not 
someone  you  would 
pick  out  of  a  crowd 
as  being  needy.  His 
round  face  is  a  mass 
of  smiles,  dimples, 
glasses,  and  an  ex¬ 
pression  of  constant 
awareness.  He  admits  to  an  IQ  of  over  140  and  to  being  a 
straight  A  student  (who  plans  to  skip  8th  grade  and  graduate 
from  high  school  by  the  time  he’s  old  enough  to  drive). 

What  the  future  quantum  physicist  says  he  craved  was  a 
little  undivided  attention,  some  bowling,  and  maybe  a  pizza. 

TONY  SCHIFFER  HAD  already  rajsed  a  son  when  he 
moved  to  Pacific  Grove  from  rohnecticiit  in  ‘01  He  and 
his  loniztt^nn  ^irlfrii^'nd  scllled  into  one  ol'PG’s  historic  homes. 
Then,  by  chance,  through  another  volunteer  eftbrt,  he  was 
encouraged  to  become  a  Big  Buddy  and  a  “match”  was  made 
in  November  of  ‘94.  Tony  agreed  to  share  four  hours  per 
week  with  his  Little  Buddy,  Nolan  Brown. 

“It’s  fun  to  see  the  changes  as  he  grows  older,”  Tony  told 
the  Beacon.  “I’d  like  to  think  maybe  1  had  a  positive  impact 
on  him....  something  that  will  make  him  a  better  person  when 
he  grows  up.” 

Over  the  16  months  of  their  buddyship,  Nolan  notes  that 
Tony  has  never  canceled  on  him.  Toby  and  Nolan  build  model 
planes,  go  to  the  movies,  hike,  camp,  travel,  bowl,  talk  and 
eat. 

“The  Buddy  Program  people  did  a  good  job  of  pairing  us 
up,”  says  Nolan.  “With  Tony,  1  have  a  chance  to  get  away 
from  my  brother  and  his  friends  —  we  have  very  different 
lifestyles  —  and  to  have  someone  to  talk  to.  ” 

MORE  THAN  25  YEARS  ago,  a  Pacific  Grove  business¬ 
man  realized  many  children  in  his  community  were  in  need 
of  some  one-on-one  attention,  a  role  model,  and  a  friend. 
Children  from  disadvantaged  or  single-family  homes,  he  ob¬ 
served,  could  easily  miss  out  on  opportunities  others  took 
for  granted  and  possibly  slip  through  the  cracks  of  society. 

In  1971  he  established  The  Buddy  Program,  wherein  adult 
volunteers  are  matched  with  children  for  a  few  months  or 
longer.  Since  1 980,  the  program  has  been  funded  in  part  by 
the  United  Way  of  Monterey  Peninsula.  Additional  funds 
come  from  individuals,  foundations,  businesses,  organiza¬ 


tions  and  also  from  an  auxiliary  group.  The  Clown  Troupe 

SUPPLY  AND  DEMAND  is  the  biggest  worry  As  of 
press  time,  15  little  boys  and  three  little  girls  were  on  the 
waiting  list.  Currently,  50  Big  Buddy/Little  Buddy  matches 
have  been  made,  from  Carmel  Valley  to  Marina.  All  areas 
are  in  need  of  adult  Buddies. 

The  only  require¬ 
ment  for  Big  Bud¬ 
dies  is  that  they 
have  an  interest  m 
helping  kids  and  be 
over  18  years  of 
age.  After  the 
screening  process, 
matches  are  made, 
based  on  personal¬ 
ity,  interests,  and 
geographic  loca¬ 
tion. 

As  Big  Buddy 
Tony  Schiffer  told 
us,  “Anyone  who  is 
even  thinking  about 
it  should  call.” 
Many  find  the  Big 
Buddy  of  the 
Monterey  Peninsula 
program  unlike  any 
other  volunteer  ef-

Little  Buddies  are 
boys  and  girls  be¬ 
tween  the  ages  of 

six  and  1 6  who  are  referred  by  parents,  teachers,  counselors 
or  social  service  agencies.

Inside  the  Buddy  Program

Seventeen  months  ago  \  enroWed  in  a  program  caWed  the 
Buddy  Program.  I  expected  that  I  would  never  even  gel  a  Big 
Buddy,  but  to  my  surprise,  within  2  1/2  months,  I  had  a  rather 
good  match  with  a  man  named  Tony  Schift'er.  It  was  a  sur¬ 
prise  to  me  that  1  would  be  given  a  Buddy  in  that  short  length 
of  time. 

In  the  Buddy  Program  they  suggest  that  the  Big  Buddies 
act  as  role  models,  though  I  think  that  they  picked  the  wrong 
word  for  the  description  of  the  role  that  they  play  in  some 
people’s  lives.  If  I  had  to  describe  the  Big  Buddy  I  was  given, 
it  would  be  in  two  words:  Best  Friend. 

But  not  all  kids  are  so  lucky.  My  brother  for  instance.  He 
started  the  Buddy  Program  at  the  same  time  as  me  but  at  his 
age  it  is  very  unlikely  to  get  a  Buddy.  There  are  not  a  lot  of 
Big  Buddies  yet;  1  am  asking  anyone  interested  —  if  you 
like  kids  —  to  please  call  the  Buddy  Program  at  655-923 1 . 

The  things  Big  and  Little  Buddies  do  together  really  vary 
—  like  going  to  the  park,  or  building  a  remote  control  plane 
like  1  did.  There  are  many  things  we  do  in  the  Buddy  Pro¬ 
gram,  but  as  a  kid  I  prefer  the  more  fun  things  over  washing 
the  car  or  just  walking. 

The  Buddy  Program  is  pretty  good  for  such  a  small  organi¬ 
zation.  Sadly,  most  of  the  kids  come  from  broken  homes,  or 
kids  with  only  one  parent  or  guardian,  and  need  another  adult 
around.  The  supply  and  demand  numbers  are  way  off,  though, 
with  more  kids  wanting  adults  than  adults  wanting  kids. 

My  experiences  with  Tony  have  been  very  good.  We  have 
gone  to  movies,  we  work  on  cars,  and  we  even  go  camping 
sometimes.  There  are  about  50  pairs  of  Buddies  and  there  is 
none  better  than  Tony  and  me.

McPherson  named  to 
Coastal  Conservancy 

Assemblyman  Bruce  McPherson  (R- 
Santa  Cruz/  Monterey)  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  California  Stale  Coastal 
Conservancy.

Sadie  Hawkins, 

It  is  time  for  the  annual  Sadie  Hawkins 
dance  once  again. 

The  Sadie  Hawkins  dance  comes  only 
once  a  year  and  is  generally  known  as 
the  one  dance  that  the  girls  can  ask  the 
guys. 

This  theme  is  a  little  outdated  for  the 
90’s,  because  this  is  a  time  of  equality, 
but  it  is  a  tradition  that  has  been  kept 
for  a  long  time.

Local  rcslaiiraiUs  rcccnlly  joined  the 
fight  against  hunger  by  donating  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  day’s  income,  including  bar 
receipts,  to  the  food  bank  of  Monterey 
County. 

“We  are  very  impressed  with  the  com¬ 
mitment  to  the  fight  against  hunger  that 
local  restaurants  have  shown.  All  restau¬ 
rants  were  very  enthusiastic  in  their  sup¬ 
port  of  this  fundraiser,”  said  Marci 
Huston,  Executive  Director. 

Last  year’s  event  raised  over 
$7,500.00.  Because  the  food  bank  is 
able  to  distribute  $  1 1  worth  of  food  for 
every  $  I  donated,  the  $8,000  to  $  1 0,000 
expected  income  from  this  year’s  Din¬ 
ing  outMlelping  out  will  result  in  the 
distribution  of  up  to  $l  10,000  worth  of 
food  to  hungry  people  in  our  commu¬ 
nity. 

The  need  for  emergency  and  supple¬ 
mental  food  continues  to  increase  by 
about  20%  every  year  in  Monterey 
County. 

The  food  bank  was  established  in  1 983 
and  became  an  autonomous  non-profit 
organization  dedicated  to  leading  com¬ 
munity  efforts  in  the  awareness  and 


elimination  of  hunger  in  Monterey 
County. 

FBMC  supplies  food  to  the  commu¬ 
nity  through  a  network  of  over  1 10  local 
non-profit  agencies,  as  well  as  direct  dis¬ 
tribution  programs.  It  is  the  largest  sup¬ 
plier  of  emergency  and  supplemental 
food  in  the  county,  distributing  over  9 
million  pounds  yearly. 

More  than  32,000  hungry  people  re¬ 
ceive  food  through  the  food  bank  each 
month;  the  majority  are  families  with 
children  or  senior  citizens.

Who’s  town  is  this  ?

I  sought  an  appointment  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Affordable  housing  (CAH)  a 
year  ago  in  the  hope  that  I  could  use  my 
experience  in  the  area  of  non-profit  hous¬ 
ing  to  help  alleviate  some  of  the  prob¬ 
lems  in  Pacific  Grove.  1  was  excited 
when  Mayor  Sandy  Koffman  appointed 
me  to  the  committee  because  so  many 
talented  people  were  involved. 

One  of  the  original  reasons  the  com¬ 
mittee  was  formed  was  to  be  a  citizen’s 
advisory  board  to  oversee  the  housing 
loan  program. 

Derived  from  Community  Develop¬ 
ment  Block  Grant  funds,  over  $2  mil¬ 
lion  in  taxpayers’  money  was  allocated 
for  low-income  housing  rehabilitation  in 
the  City  of  Pacific  Grove. 

I  soon  learned  considerable  problems 
existed  in  the  city’s  record-keeping  of  the 
grant  money.  In  an  attempt  to  rectify  the 
situation,  the  committee  began  asking 
questions  which  centered  around: 

*How  much  money  the  city  received 

*Who  the  city  gave  it  to 

*Where  is  it  now 

Our  original  intent  in  tracing  the 
money  was  simply  for  administrative 
purposes,  to  know  how  much  was  avail¬ 
able  for  the  program.  We  felt  it  was  our 
responsibility  to  be  accountable  for  the 
taxpayers’  dollars. 

The  responses  to  our  questions  were 
nothing  short  of  bizarre,  including  one 
memorable  affordable  housing  meeting 
at  which  the  city  presented  one  budget 
that  was  missing  a  year.  The  city  still 
has  never  fully  accounted  for  this  money, 
and  this  was  a  serious  concern  of  the 
committee. 

Another  concern  regarded  our  recom¬ 
mendations  to  the  city  council,  includ¬ 
ing: 

'^'asking  for  an  audit,  and 

’^'suggesting  that  the  funds  be  admin¬ 


istered  by  a  local  non-profit. 

In  response  the  city  manager  formu¬ 
lated  in  his  own  recommendations  in 
which  he  contended  that  the  program 
had  been  properly  audited,  adding  that 
“the  affordable  housing  program,  as  it 
currently  operates  is  dysfunctional”  and 
attributing  this  dysfunction  to  “a  lack  of 
trust  between  certain  members  of  the 
committee  and  staff.”  The  city  manager 
went  on  to  suggest  that  the  housing  ad¬ 
visory  board  be  reorganized  to  include 
just  council  members,  among  other  op¬ 
tions  open  to  the  city. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  the  city’s 
own  assistant  financial  officer,  in  a 
memo  dated  last  Sept.  5,  acknowledged 
that  accounting  errors  occurred  in  the 
housing  fund  in  two  fiscal  years. 

Meanwhile,  vacancies  have  gone  un¬ 
filled  on  our  important  community  board 
and  have  been  totally  ignored  by  the 
council..  During  this  same  time,  the 
Monterey  County  Grand  Jury  had  this 
to  say  about  our  committee: 

“The  Grand  Jury  commends  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Affordable  Housing  for  their 
internal  inquiry  and  their  subsequent 
adoption  of  new  policies  and  proce¬ 
dures.” 

The  city  still  has  not  provided  a  satis¬ 
factory  explanation  of  shat  happened  to 
the  money,  and  now  they’re  trying  to  pass 
on  the  responsibility  for  the  fund  to  an 
out-of-town,  for  profit,  administrator, 
which  is  a  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the 
Community  Block  Grant  Program. 

Not  only  do  I  object  to  going  out  of 
town  for  an  administrator,  but  I  particu¬ 
larly  object  to  giving  it  to  Mr.  Ward 
Connerly  of  Sacramento;  he  was  accused 
in  a  recent  Associated  Press  story  of  be¬ 
ing  a  “hypocrite”  for  accepting  $1  mil¬ 
lion  in  affirmative  action  contracts  while 
leading  the  fight  against  affirmative  ac¬ 
tion  on  the  UC  Board  of  Regents.  While 
Connerly’s  politics  might  be  applauded 
by  some,  he  is  too  controversial  to  be 
administering  Pacific  Grove  s  alfordable 
housing  program. 

I  urge  every  concerned  citizen  to  pro¬ 
test  the  idea  of  giving  our  affordable 
housing  program  to  a  for-profit,  out-of¬ 
area,  controversial,  administrator.

Paul  Finnegan,  assistant  Curator  at  the  Museum  of  Natural  History  really  gave 
an  inside  view  of  the  values  and  joys  of  a  career  in  this  field.
